tal relations is the most sweeping 
and important ever enunciated.. 


As1 Justice Holmes says in a-dis- 


senting opinion, it .will illegitimatizc 
many children -arid set aside many 
.existing conditions.. In its scope and 
importance too, much weight cannot 
bo attached to the decision. 


The decision is; briefly,, this: 
No 


state can dissolve a marriage unless 
both, parties' to .the divorce suit are 
residents of the state, and any mar- 
riage subsequent to a divorce granted 
upon an application of this kind is 'il- 
legal.
